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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 - 18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. With regard to claims 1-14, the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest, 
either singularly or in combination at least the claim limitations of "a packaging layer on 
the organic electro-luminescent device, wherein the packaging layer comprises first and 
second inorganic layers having opposite stresses; and a first organic layer between the 
first and second inorganic layers." 

b. With regard to claims 15-17, the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest, 
either singularly or in combination at least the claim limitations of "a first inorganic layer 
on the first organic layer; a second organic layer formed of one or more layers on the first 
inorganic layer; a second inorganic layer on the second organic layer and formed of a 
same material as the first inorganic layer, wherein the first and second inorganic layers 
have opposite stresses;". 
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c. With regard to claim 18, the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest, either 
singularly or in combination at least the claim limitations of "forming a first inorganic 
layer on the first organic layer; forming a second organic layer formed of one or more 
layers on the first inorganic layer; forming a second inorganic layer on the second organic 
layer, the second inorganic layer formed of a same material as the first inorganic layer, 
wherein the first and second inorganic layers have opposite stresses;".
